#100,000 Development 
of 11 Single Homes 
Planned in Borough 

Councilmen and Builder Will 

Hold Special Meeting on 

Project Tonight 

BERKLEY AVENUE IS SITE 



A $100,000 building development is 
planned in Narberth, it was learned 
at Borough Council meeting Monday 
night when the question of issuing 
permits for the project was brought 
up. 

The developer, Joseph' M. O'Con- 
nor, Inc., of 244 Dudley avenue, Nar- 
berth, plans to erect eleven single 
family homes on Sabine and Berkley 
avenues in the northwest section of 
the borough. A. G. Sparks, of Nar- 
berth, will be realty agent for the 
development. 

It is reported the houses will be 
built to sell from $8500 to $9000. 

Berkley avenue, as laid out on the 
borough plan, is a public street 50 
feet wide running northwest from Sa- 
bine avenue between Beechwood lane 
and Homewood avenue. 

This Friday evening a joint meet- 
ing will be held at Elm Hall among 
Council's Highway and Building Com- 
mittees, Mr. O'Connor and Mr. Sparks. 
Paving costs, construction of sewers 
and a turnabout space at the end of 
Berkley avenue will be discussed. 

Nine permits were issued in Nar* 
berth during April for building esti- 
mated to cost $2325. The permits 
were issued to:

Owners Must Defray 
Lantwyn Lane Repairs 

Borough Cannot Pave Private 

Street at Public Expense, 

Says Councilman 

A delegation from Lantwyn lane, 
Narberth, called upon Borough Coun- 
cil Monday night for aid in resurfac- 
ing the private thoroughfare. After 
some discussion it was agreed that 
the borough would do the job at cost, 
estimated at $275, if the property 
owners would raise that amount. 

George H. Fortenbacher, spokes- 
man for the group, pointed out that 
Lantwyn lane is now open at both, 
ends and is used as a public highway. 
Others present were Arthur L. Cooke, 
Albert Blum and Thomas McConnell. 
There are twenty-three homes on the 
street, about half resident-owned. 

As pointed out by Robert F. Wood, 
chairman of the Highway Committee, 
Council is powerless to make any re- 
pairs at public expense while Lant- 
wyn lane is a private street, and it 
cannot be taken over by the borough 
because it is narrow and has no side- 
walks. 

It was the first meeting in some 
months at which all the councilmen 
and borough officers were present. 

Burgess John R. Hall reported that 
police would give the customary pro- 
tection to residences where owners 
were away on vacation this summer,

Joseph Russell, Jr., has agreed to 
dedicate a strip of his property at 
Grove Place and Rockland avenue to 
the borough of Narberth for an ease- 
ment in connection with laying ap- 
proaches to the Rockland avenue 
bridge when it is widened. 

In return the borough will pay tax 
liens of $130.70 from 1931-36 against 
the property.

This matter of highway safety 
is gaining force all the time. In 
Pennsylvania, Governor Earle ami 
Revenue Secretary Kelly con- 
stantly are driving home thc need 
for more careful motoring. 
Branches of the Governor's Safety 
Council are organized in practically 
every county of Ihe State. They 
in turn are forming subordinate 
branches in townships and bor- 
oughs.
